’ (FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT). — 


Shanghai, Sept. 29. 
GHANGHAL NORTH railway station was the scene 
of a tremendous uproar late last night when 3,000 
militant anti-Japanecse students were refused passage 
by special train‘after purchasing their tickets. 


The tickets had been purchased prior to the receipt 
of instructions from President Chiang Kai-shek to the 
Municipality of Greater Shanghai that the students were 
to be prevented from travelling to Nanking. 

For some time, Bedlam broke loose. The students 
raved and stormed and made bitter speeches, attacked 
several of the station officials, the bulk of whom had, 
however, fled. 


They had already begun to damage station property and 
were threatening to brenk up the entire place if they were pre- 
vented from going when permission for them to travel was at 
length obtained and dangerous situation was narrowly averted,

‘SCHOOL OPENED AT 
UNIVERSITY, 


GOVERNOR'S ADDRESS x 


“In my opinion, it is unthink: 
able that the study of Chinese 
classics should ever be put on the 
shelf and negiected. — Their, 
ethical value is very great, and 
their effect in this respect on 
Chinn In the past is a matter for 
the student -of history,” said H.E. 
the Governor, Sir William Peel, 
yeaterday afternoon when he per- 
formed! the opening ceremony of 
the Tang Chi Ngong School of 
Chinese studics. 

The new school building, situat- 
ed on a quict hillside away from 
the rondway and surrounded by 
trees, In the reault of a scheme 
formulated in .1928 by “the then 
Governor, Sir Cecil Clementi, and 
the University authorities for 
developing the Chinese syllabus of 
the University into a Chinese 
Department or a Chinese Faculty. 

The opening ceremony was _at- 
tended by a large and distinguish 
ed gathering. Amongst those pre- 
sent besides H.E. the Governor 
were Lady Peel, Prof. K. H. Digby 
(Acting ice-Chancellor of the 
University), Hon, Mr Wo E. 1. 
Shenton, Hon, Mr. and Mra. R. If 
Kotewall, Hor lr Shouson Chow, 
Hon. Mr, S. W. Teo, Hon, Mr. H. 
T. Creasy, His Lordship the Right 
Reverend Bishop Duppuy, Mr. A. 
E. Woot, Mr. G. P. de Martin 
(Director of Ednueation), Father 
Byrne, Mr. M. K. Lo, Mr. Ho Kom- 
tong, Mr. Mo Kwong, Mr. Li Yau. 
tsun, Mr. A. Morris, Mr. M. VP. 
Talath, Mr Wo OB. Finnigan, Pro- 
feasors Robertsor nid, Redmond, 
Ride, Rotfey, Forster and other 
oillcials of the University. 

On arrival at the Bonham Road 
entrance, His Excellency was met 
by Prof. Digby and conducted to 
the new building. The key of the 
main door of the building was 
presented to His Bxcellency by Mr. 
Tange Chi-nyong, who requested 
His Excellency to perform the 
cereniony. 


Governor's Speech. 


Addressing the audience in the 
ball, His Excellency said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen.-—It 
gives me very great pleasure to 
open to-day this new building, and 
to thank, on behalf of the Univer- 
sity ‘and the Colony, Mr. ‘Tang Chi- 
ngong for his munificent genero- 
sity in giving the money necessary 
for its ereetion. 

I am sorry that the Vice-Chan- 
cellor in not with ts to-day, but 
on doctor's orders he has to take a 
month's leave to recuperate after 
his-recent illness. 

lam sure that all here, ke my- 
self, must feel very sad that ‘the 
late Mr. Fung Ping-shan was not 
permitted to live long enough to 
see this building opened. He was 
in every way a great supporter 
of the University, and was always 
convineed that the University’s 
first oblyation was to provide 
facilities for the study of the 
traditional. learning of Chinese. 
He showed his great interest in 
this direction in sending: just be- 
fore his death a very useful 
memorandum for submission to 
the committee which was appoiin- 
ted some months ago, and to which 
I will make reference later. Fur- 
ther he contributed over a lakh 
of dollars for-the establishment of 
a Chinese library which is to be 
constructed close to this building. 
I regard his death as a great loss 
to the University. . 

I wish to make a brief reference 
to the history of this building. In 
1928 my predecessor, ‘Sir Cecil 
Clementi, summoned _a_ apecial 
meeting at Government House, 
which was attended by the Vice- 
Chancellor, Sir Shouson Chow, 
Dr. Kotewall and others. Sir Cecil 
stated that he had decided to ask 
the Legislative Council to make a 
xrant of $50,000 10 the Chinese 
School, but -that he could not do 
this unless some substantial eup- 
port from the public was forth- 
coming. It was decided that this 
support must amount to at Tenst 
$200,000, plus a building. On the 
strength of this, largely as a re- 
sult of the efforts of Sir Shouson 
Chow und Dr. Kotewnll, that sum 
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was collected, while Mr. Tang Chi- 
ngong‘ gonerously promised $60,- 
000 for the building. I may ‘6a, 
thut he has supplemented that sift 
by a further $5,000 to cover the 
cont of the pylon at the entrance 
of the building and other minor 
works. The sum. of $200,000 fa 
being held pending further de- 


‘volopmonta,Govornment_has_made |. 


an annual donation of $25,000, and 
a like sum has been entered in the 
Draft Estimntes for 1932. In 
addition Government mado a free 
grant for the purposca of the 
building of the valunble site on 
which it stands. 


‘A’ Ureful Gift. 


There {s no doubt that this 
school building is n great and use- 
ful. gift, but-the question of find- 
ing the most advantageous place 
for it-in the University machine 
will require careful consideration. 
The study of Chinese language 
and liternture . and Chinese 
classles {3 a most dificult problom, 
and has caused me a great deal of 
thought. Unfortunately, 1 am 
greatly handicapped by not hay- 
Ing « first hand knowledge of the 
language. In my opinion it [s un- 
thinkable that the study of Chin- 
exe classics should ever be put on 
the shelf ‘and neglected, Their 
ethical value is very great, and 
their effect in this respect on 
China In the past is a matter for 
the student of — history. The 
ethical ‘effect of the present ten- 
dency of the Government of China 
to-day to relegate the classies to 
the background is still a matter 
of conjecture. Possibly ethical 
principles may be inculcated from 
othercsources. Possibly the ma- 
teriaNQdvantages of high ethical 
standards may be realised — by 
practical experience, 

The culture and liternry style to 
be nequired from the study of 
these classica are no doubt of 
great value, and in the past forn- 
ed the basis of training for ad- 
ministration, But has not the 
ndminiatration to-day allered ma- 
terinlly, and in that event may not 
the basis have to be modified? 

One of the great diticulties in 
such study is the time required 
for it if it ts to be really effective. 
A week or two ago Tread ina 
beok by Mr. Gull the following 
words, “The attainment of literary 
style in its most: admired form 
included not only intellectual 
gifts, but also manual dexterity 
of a highly artistic character, and 
the time and effort necessary’ for 
attainment diverted both energy 
and imagination from practical 
affairs.” In fact to attain the 
highest standard requires a full 
time study, and that is dificult in 
these modern materinIlstic days. 
The pace of the world has in- 
creased = cnormously—a thing 
which I personally deplore—but 
it is very unlikely that we shall 
see it slowing down. It hus been 
stated that China's relegation of 
its classics to the background is a 
temporary affair of to-day, and 
thet when peace and order are 
restored, China will again turn to 
its classics. bt is a matter on 
which {| should hesitate to give an 
opinion; but it is usually very, 
dificult to put the -clock back. 
Some hundreds of years ago a 
Chinese Emperor tried to. abolixh 
learning by burning the books of 
the scholars, but learning was not 
Ro castly daatroyed.. It-is possible 
that the Chinese classics and all 
that they stand for will one day 
regain the high position which 
they have held in the past. 


University’s Bounden Duty, 


However, be that as it may, 
there can be no doubt that it is 
the bounden moral and statutory 
duty of ‘Hongkong University to 
afford proper’ facilities for the 
study of Chinese language and 
literature. How best to provide 
them and make it alive thing both’ 
In {itself and in relation to modern 
problems in China, without at the 
sume time imposing any undue 
handicap on those students who 
seek a directly . practical educa- 
tion, e.g. in medicine und science, 
with a view to livelihood, is one 
of the most difficult problems in 
education here to-day, The Uni- 
versity Court has appointed 1 
committee to advise it in_ regard 
to this niatter, and I look forward 
to their proposnts. Mr. Tang Chi- 
ngong has, I am glad to say, taken 
a brond view, and has agreed to

Moreover, they 
run risks in playing the game—a 
circumstance which in itself shows 
the extent of the luwless spirit in 
our midst. : 

Now that the arm of authority 
has been strengthened by emergency 
powers, we hope to sce all offenders 
sternly handled by our magistrates, 
Imprisonment has few terrors for 
some of these Jaw-breakers and, in 
any case, merely nddsa to the con- 
gestion in our. prisons.” Flogging 
is likely to be much more effectual, 
and there should be no compunction 
in imposing it where the nature of 
the offence warrants severity, Our 
main regret is that the Chinese 
masses cannol be relied upon to do 
the right thing by upholding 
uuthority in these crises. In con- 
trast to this was the splendidly 
courageous act of a Chineye woman 
who rescued a Japanese baby from 
nu mob which was venting its fury 
on the father und mother. | Inci- 
dents such as these deserve due 
recognition; .the pity is that they 
are 30 few and far between. 


Gandhi's Personality. 


Men are still stronger than 
mengures. Machinery, gigantic 
though it has become, yields before 
the power of personality. Mahatma 
Gandhi, the Nationalist leader of 
Indin, ilustrates this, Small, thin, 


brown, wizencd by his steadfast: 


adherence to an ideal he hus kept 
the whole world ‘watching: him, 
waiting for hia moves, wondering 
what an effect they will have on 
world relationships. — For months 
all nations wondered if, he 
would go to England to attend 
the round table conference. These 
nations-were not so much concerned 
over the absence or presence of 
other leaders. . Their mission,‘ ap- 
parently, could have been delegated 
to others wilh’ little Inconvenience. 
But every man has seen the neces- 
sity for the presence of Mahatma 
Gandhi. | Personal attraction, rich- 
ness of natural talents are not the 


cause of his tremendous influence. | 


It may be summed up in fewer 
words. A far-sighted, deep seated 
loyalty to a conviction, The 
magnetism of his personality, built 
on his unfaltering devotion to what 
he believes is right and wise, will 
undoubtedly have its in- 
fluence. It is rather — worth 
noting — that no man can 
build up this type of personality, 
or gain such a wide infltience, if he 
sets out to do it for his own per- 
sonal advance. He cannot make up 
his mind that he is going to do 
something signifieant.. He has to 
forget himself entirely by 
himself in. some great principle. 
Whether Gandhi's position is the 
wisest One is not the point. It is 
his self-annihilation for the purpose 
of promoting right as he sees it 
that astonishes the world. When- 
ever a people have needed «i leader, 
one has always appeared, ever since 
the days: when Moses led the 
children of Israel through the 
wilderness. A good many of them 
have had to: gird themselves with 
snck cloths and ashes, in one way 
or another, which is almost the

Further it, is in: my opinion 
that’ the University 
should provide facilities, for such 
as are doajrous of pursuing it, for 
the wider-and more 4ntense study 
of Chinese classics, and history, 
philosophy and Hterature, FE de- 
finitely feel, however, that this 
deeper—study- cannot.. bo. success- 
{fully accomplished together with 
the study of such subjects as 
acionce and medicine, more cs- 
pecially as these postulate a sound 
knowledge of the English langu- 
age. ‘The result of attempting it 
would be that the student would 
acquire little more than a mere 
smattering of both his own langue 
age and English, while his chances 
of becoming fully qualified in the 
profession which he has chosen 
would be prejudiced. It is there- 
fore necessary to consider very 
carefully to what extent the study 
of ‘Chinese should be compulsory, 
nnd to what extent optional. 

However, whatever policy, is 
eventually decided upon, there is 
no doubt thet this building will 
take a prominent place in’ the 
University, and we are greatly 
indebted to Mr. Tang Chi-ngonsg, 
and also to these others, who have 
yriven material support to the 
Chinese School, for their great 
assistance, 

In conclurion, I should like to 
congratulate the architect of this 
building—Mr, Hall—on his —sue- 
cess, both in his: design of the 
building and his supervision of 
the work. It is very pleasing to 
think that this work hna been done 
by an old student of this Uni-
